Prince Edward, who will probably 
s00n be made Prince of Wales, a title 
that is given by individual investment 
and not by birth, is the eldest of the 
six children of the new king aud queen 
of Englund. He will be sixteen years 
old on June 23. 

Prince Edward will for the present 
be styled the Duke of Cornwall and 
Rothesay. He succeeds forthwith to 
the duchy of Cornwall, with a clear in- 
conmie of $400,000 yearly, which will 
accumulate until he becomes of age, 
giving him an independent fortune of 

2,500,000, 

The fact that he will some day be- 
come king of England if the normal 
course of events is not interrupted does 
not seem to weigh heavily upon Prince 
Edward. He is as merry and light 
hearted a youngster us can be found 
anywhere. He has a whole menagerie 
of his own, to which he ts devoted, 
and he is an ardent advocate of kind- 
ness to animals, 

In 1908 he entered Osborne college, 
following the steps of his father along 
the paths that lead to the navy. He 
did not “put on any side.” according to 
the young naval cadets at Osborne, 
and ‘s exceedingly popular with his 
associates. 

Prince Edward is not a_ brilliant 
seholar, but he is a hard worker. He 
is a healthy, wholesome looking lad of 
the Hanoverian type, with light hatr 
and a somewhat plain, good natured 
face —New York Times.

{| This lesson, like the last one, is 
‘found ony in Matthew, but a little 
earlier in these last aays of His earta-, 
ly ministry, about the time that He 
‘brougnt salvation to tne house of 
Zaccucus, He spake a parable because 
jhe was nigh to Jerusalem and be- 
fcause they thought that the kingdom 
jof God snouid immediately  aypear 
|(Luke xix, 11). These two parables 
cover the same period of time and 
teach virtuaily the same trutns; they 
jcover the time of the nobleman’s ab- 
sence in a far country to receive for 
himself a kingdom and to return, and 
‘during his absence the servants are 
expected to make diligent use of the 
pounds or talents with which they 
jhave been intrusted that they may 
give an account of their stewardship 


at his return. “Occupy till [I come’ 
is the word to every servant (Luke 
xix, 14). As both John and Jesus 


‘and the twelve and the seventy had 
all preached that the kingdom was at 
jhand they were all expecting it, not 
understanding that, Messiah being re- 


jected by the nation and the rulers 
naving determiaed to kiil Him, the 
kingdom must wait till His return 
and the age of “the mystery of the 
kingdom” run it course. These par- 
abies tell of service in this present 


age and bring before us another phase 
of the readiness to meet Him at His 
coming. The redemption clothing. 
His righteousness, makes us fit and 
ready to meet Him at any time (Col. 
i, 12-14), but we are redeemed in order 
to serve Him, and for this service 
there will be rewards, and it is His 
desire that we should receive a full 
reward and not be ashamed before 
Him at His coming (II. John viii; 
I. John ii, 28; Rev. xxii. 12). 

In the one parable each servant re- 
ceives a pound; in the other each re- 
ceives talents according to his ability. 
Every believer without exception re- 
ceives the Holy Spirit in some meas- 
ure, but the special gifts of the Spirit 
are given to every one severally as 
He will (I. Cor, xii, 4-11, 18). This 
passage helps in some measure to un- 
derstand both the pounds and the 
talents. There is something for every 
believer to do and bear, and it ha 
long been a comfort to me to know 
that everything has been ap; ointed 
for each individual before hand (Eph. 
ii, 10), and we have only to walk with 
Him in that which He appoints tor 
us. T am ulso comforted by remem- 
bering that He expects no service for 
which He has not given the ability 
(1 Pet. iv, 10, 11). It is the greatest 
folly to consider others and the ser- 
vice they are rendering and aim to do 
as they are doing, for the Lord ap- 


points “to every man his work” 
(Mark xiii, 34). And “every one of 
us shall give suceount of himself to 
God” (Rom. xiv, 12). We are here 


as His witnesses to manifest His life, 
to show forth His prases, to prove 
ourselves foithful servants of His 
manifold graces, to serve the living 
and true God (Acts i, 8; I1 Cor. iv,

The mint issues coins not only for 
Great Britain and Ireland, but for the 
Channel islands, tor British Guiana 
tor britisn Honduras, for Ceylou, tor 
bast Atrica and Uganda, tur New- 
foundland, tor Nigeria, for the Strats 
dettiements, and tur other British co 
onies aud dependencies. In audition 
tuere are tue Calcutta mint aud the 
Boubay mint for India, tne Ottaws 
mint for the Dominion of Canada 
and the new Australian mint, all «of 
which have direct relations with the 
London headquarters, 

How little curiosity is displayed by 
the British pubic in this great money 
making concern may be inferred from 
the fact that it was visited by only 
sil2 persous during 1909, even this 
figure being sligntiy above the aver 
ag. ‘ihe Britisuer evidently taxes

It had been noticed in some other 
work under similar conditions that 
inurinte of potash seemed to luve the 
effect of promoting the viger of the 
Plints. Fifteen varieties of cabbage 
were planted across the plots, nine 
Varieties of French and six of Amer- 
toun origin, The plants were set June 
24 ‘They started off nicely and grew 
well until the first week of August, at 
Which time there were incessant rains, 
followed by bright sunshine. 

All the plants on all the plots wilted 
downy and only a few recovered. Most 
of those wilted died in a short time 
with black rot. A few lingered on, 
but did not make satisfactory beads.
